JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 8 
The Missouri Highway Patrol 
will no longer enforce gambling 
and liquor laws in Jefferson 
county on its own initiative, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 

Col. Hugh H. Waggoner, super- 
intendent of the Patrol, said the 
Patrol would no longer ‘“‘go into 
Jefferson county unless ordered 
to do so by Gov. James T. Blair.” 

“Our position is that we do 
not know how we stand in Jef- 
ferson county,” Waggoner de- 
clared. “I don’t know what Jef- 
ferson county officials expect us 
to do about the enforcement of 
the law,” he said. 

“If we go into Jefferson coun- 
ty again, it will be at the direc- 
tion of the Governor,” he 
emphasized. 

Reports that gambling is run- 
ning wide open in certain loca- 
tions in Jefferson county have 
been widespread in recent weeks. 
‘Gov. Blair has described Jef- 
ferson county as “one of the 
three bad spots in Missouri’ for 
gambling and liquor violations. 


The Governor said today that | 


he wanted to confer with Wag- 
goner before deciding what to 
do in the light of Waggoner’s 
decision. 

“T want to talk to Waggoner 
about the Jefferson county situ- 
ation,” Blair said. “I am not 
familiar with it and I want to 
talk to Waggoner before I take 
any action.” 

Warnings Against Raids. 

Attempts by the Highway Pa- 
trol to wipe out gambling in the 
county have been frustrated for 
years, partly by an elaborate 
system of warnings against gam- 
bling raids. 

Waggoner cited a raid made 
by the Patrol last July 25 at the 
Hollywood Beach Club in Jeffer- 
son county. Twenty-one persons 
were arrested and eatin 

araphernalia was seized. 

. The raid was accomplished 
without a search warrant when 
the club’s door was opened’ to 
admit a customer. Two officers 
in plain clothes followed him in. 
They then signaled six uniformed 
officers waiting outside. 

William (Dutch) Meese and 
Clarence H. (Hats) Eime, vet- 
eran Jefferson county gamblers, 
were arrested and charged with 
operating the establishment. — 

Meese and Eime were dis- 
_ charged, however, when Frank- 
lin county Magistrate Randolph 
H. Schaper sustained a defense 
motion to suppress evidence 
gathered in the raid. 

Raid Called Illegal. 

Schaper held that the raid was 
made illegally. The motion to 
suppress was based on a defense 
contention that the two plain 
clothes officers forced their way 
into the establishment without 
a@ search warrant. 

The case was heard by Schaper 
instead of Jefferson county Mag- 
istrate H. Glenn Weber, who had 
disqualified himself. 

Waggoner, in a statement to 
the Post-Dispatch today, con- 
tended that the two Patrol offi- 
cers did not force their way into 
the club. 

The two officers walked into 
the place and saw gambling in 
progress, Waggoner said. They 
saw chips, money and poker 
tables, he added. 

A search warrant was unnec- 
essary, he asserted, because the 
officers actually saw gambling 
and therefore could go ahead 
and make the arrests. 

Schaper, in ruling that the raid 
was illegal, said the Patrol offi- 
cers could have forced their way 
into the place if they knew a 
felony (gambling) was being 
committed there or had reason- 
able grounds for believing that a 
felony was being committed. 

Waggoner, obviously angered 
by the dismissal of the case, 
declared:

TWO AMERICANS 
GET LONG PRON 
TERMS IN CUBA 


Sentences of 30 and 25 
Years Imposed for 
Plot Against Castro 
Regime. 


PINAR DEL RIO, Cuba, Dec. 
8 (AP)—A Cuban military tri- 
bunal today sentenced two Amer: 
icans, Frank Austin Young of 
Miami and Peter John Lambton 
of Nassau, ‘Bahamas, to long 
prison terms for conspiring 
against the regime of Fidel Cas- 
tro. 


The prosecution had demanded 
the death penalty for Young. 

Young and Cuban Fernando 
Pruna Bertot, a former Colum- 
bia University student, were sen- 
tenced to 30 years each, and 
Lambton to 25 years. 

The prosecution had asked for 
the death penalty for Pruna 
Bertot. 


Under revolutionary law, both 
the defendants and the prosecu- 
tion can apepal to a superior 
tribunal. The tribunal can in- 
crease the sentences if it desires. 

Members of the court visited 
the defendants’ cells, within the 
military headquarters here, and 
told each man of their decision. 

The three were among 38 de- 
fendants accused of participating 
in an armed movement against 
the Castro regime. The others 
are Cubans. The court sentenced 
16 of the Cubans to prison terms 
ranging from two to 25 years. 
Nineteen were set free. 


Young, 38 years old, an In- 
dianapolis-born flyer in the Brit- 
ish Royal Air Force in World 
War II, once was held in Cuba 
for five months on charges of 
smuggling Prime Minister Cas- 
tro’s enemies out of the country. 

Lambton, 24, a British - born 
naturalized American, says he 
came to Cuba to photograph 
counter-revolutionaries. Young 
said he came as Lambton’s guide. 

Both were arrested in the Pinar 
del Rio hills in a roundup of an 
armed anti-Castro band. A Cas- 
tro soldier was killed in a clash 
with the band. The. prosecutor 
charged that Young signed orders 
as the ‘‘colonel” and leader of 
the band. 

In Havana a‘ second military 
tribunal is scheduled to convene 
late today to announce a deci- 
sion in the case of Rafael del 
Pino, 33, of Miami, a Cuban- 
born naturalized American.

three other companies which had 
been conducting research in the 
samé field, he said, and had 
agreed to pay a 3 per cent roy- 
alty to Schering for three years.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 8. — 
Harry Tenenbaum, president of 
the Signal Hill Telecasting Corp. 
of St. Louis, testified today that 
he entertained Commissioner 
Robert E. Lee of the Federal 
Communications Commission in 
St. Louis while he was attempt- 
ing to have television Channel 2 
transferred to St. Louis. 

Tenenbaum testified at a spe- 
cial FCC hearing which is seek- 
ing to determine whether im- 
propert influences were exerted 
in the transfer of Channel 2 from 
Springfield, Ill, to St. Louis.’ 
Signal Hill ultimately was award- 
ed the channel. 

“Early in August, 1955,’ Ten- 
enbaum said, “‘I asked Commis- 
sioner Robert E. Lee to come to 
St. Louis to see how the inter- 
mixturé of very high frequency 
and utlra high frequency failed 
to work. 

“He came to my house for 
cocktails and I took him to din- 
ner with my family.”’ 

Bought Lunch. 

This was one of two meals 
which Tenenbaum said he bought 
for a commissioner, whom he 
did not identify, on one of his 17 
visits to Washington between 
March 20, 1954, and Oct. 24, 
1955; he said. 

He said he had no other social 
meetings with commissioners, 
but he saw them at conventions 
and at hearings and “I went to 
their offices to ask them to make 
St. Louis a stronghold for UHF 
broadcasting.’ He said he never 
gave gifts to any commissioners. 

In his testimony yesterday, 
Tenenbaum said he was advised 
by a former Republican Senator 
to see members of the FCC about 
his television troubles. 

The St. Louisan said he urged 
FCC commissioners in March 
1954 to make St. Louis an all 
ultra high frequency area.

Previous testimony had shown 
that prices charged‘ by the 
Schering, Merck and Upjohn com- 
panies for prednisolone were uni- 
formly about $18.50 for 100 tab- 
lets, while smaller companies 
which have only recently gotten 
into the market, sold them for as 
low as $4.50 to druggists. 

For prednisolone, the three 
companies and Pfizer, a fourth, 
charged retailers $18.50 for 100 
tablets as compared with $4.98 
charged by one of the smaller 
manufacturers which did not 
make the product during the 
three-year cross-licensing period. 

Patent Expert 

Miss Irene Till, a patent ex- 
pert on the subcommittee staff, 
said bulk supplies of the drugs 
became available only after a 
Mexican manufacturer developed 
its own processes for making 
them. 

Brown was put on notice by 
Kefauver to comply with a sub- 
pena issued eight months ago, 
calling on Schering to furnish 
the subcommittee with copies of 
its foreign licensing agreements. 
Kefauver said that Schering was 
the only pharmaceutical manu- 
facturer which had failed to pro- 
duce such records. 

When Brown, a iawyer, ques- 
tioned the authority of the com- 
mittee to subpena such records,

(UPI) — Twenty convicts armed 
with pistols, rifles and a sub- 
machine gun fled early today 


from Ivy Bluff prison camp, 
North Carolina’s maximum se- 
curity unit for hardened crimi- 
nals. 

Leader of the break was 
Charles (Yank) Stewart, a Jong- 
term ‘troublemaker’ who was 
retarned to Ivy Bluff recently 
after sawing his way out of the 
infirmary at Central Prison in 
Raleigh. 

The fugitives, 14 whites and 
six Negroes, included six life- 
termers, convicted of robbery, 
murder, rape or kidnaping. Elev- 
en others were serving terms of 
20 years or more. 

The other 17 prisoners chose to 
stay behind when the escapers 
opened the prison gates with 
keys they had stolen from the 
guards’ control room. 

State prison director Col. Wil- 
liam F. Bailey rushed to the 
camp from Raleigh, about 45 
miles southeast of here, to inves- 
tigate the escape. He called it 
“inexcusable.” 

(The iated Press said 

this afternoon Bailey had fired 
guards John Case and Clifford 
Tatum because of the break. It 
quoted Bailey as saying, “An 
adequate physical ‘facility was 
rendered inadequate by personal 
laxity. Had prescribed proced- 
ures been followed this breakout 
would not have happened.’’)

BLIMP KEPT ALOFT 
TWO DAYS BY HIGH 
WINDS IS MOORED 


LAKEHURST, N.J., Dec. 8 
(UPI)—A Navy blimp with 18 
airmen aboard landed safe today 
after being forced by high winds 
to remain aloft for nearly two 
days. 

The blimp was moored to its 
mast after failing in two earlier 
attemtps when ground escort 
vehicles failed to catch its trail- 
ing cables. The third and suc- 
cessful try was made despite 
continued high winds. 

In attempting a landing, the 
blimp trails two cables from its 
nose section. Two ground ve- 
hicles try to catch the cables 
and hold the blimp steady until 
the mooring mast can be put 
into place. The mooring mast 
comes to the airship rather than 
the blimp coming to the mast. 

Huge. bags of aviation gasoline 
were hoisted to the blimp by 
cable earlier, giving it enough 
fuel to remain aloft until tonight, 
if it had been necessary. ©

called today on labor and man- 
agenment in the steel industry 
to seek outside help to settl 
their long dispute. | 
He urged the two sides to 
“agree mutually and voluntarily” 
to call a third party into their 
controversy. He outlined three 
methods that he said could be 
followed. 
They included appointment of 
a special conciliation board; 
calling Joseph. F. Finnegan, di- 
rector of the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service, into 
the controversy, or submitting 
unresolved issues to arbitration, 
Under the first two proposals, 
Mitchell said, the third parties 
would have power only to make 
recommendations for solution. 
A final decision. would remain 
with labor and management. 
Under the proposal for arbi- 
tration, findings of the outside 
agency would be binding. 
Mitchell: made plain that he 
had no intention of taking the 
lead to see that the steel dispute 
is turned over to an outside 
agency. If outside help is to be 
sought, he said, labor and man- 
agement themselves must mu- 
tually agree to do so. 
He made plain that he viewed 
all of his récommendations as 
coming within the framework of 
“free, collective bargaining’’ 
which President Eisenhower has 
consistently said is the proper 
method for solving the steel 
dispute. Mitchell described his 
suggestions as ‘extensions of 
free collective bargaining.” , 
He emphasized that he has not 
submitted his suggestions direct- 
ly to either the United Steel- 
workers Union or management 
of steel firms. He acknowledged

Mr. Eisenhower started out his 
event-filled day by appealing to 
Americans everywhere to wipe 
out all prejudices as a contribu- 
tion to peace.

Against Soviet U nion’s Drive to Dominate World 


Concedes Duty to 
Negotiate but 
Warns Against 
Any Weakening.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8. 


A NEW REPORT by the 
Rockefeller Brothers Fund,, Inc., 
calls for ‘“‘constant, unremitting 


defense’ against a continuing |: 


drive by the Soviet Union to 
dominate the world. It holds out, 
however, hope for a just and 
peaceful world eventually. 


The study concedes there is a 
duty to negotiate where possible, 
but warns for the present against 
any weakening of American mil- 
itary strength or of the West- 
ern Alliance in the interest of 
reducing tension. 

The report calls on United 
States leaders to stop “‘jolting 
along from crisis to crisis” and 
develop new foreign policies that 
will help this country to shape 
a peaceful order in world affairs. 

It asserts that Russia’s cur- 
rent drive to ease tension is 
merely a tactic aimed at ex- 
panding Soviet power, and 
warned of the danget of new 
aggressions by Red China. 

The 74-page report titled ‘“‘The 
Mid-Century. Challenge to Unit- 
ed States Foreign Policy,” re- 
leased last night, is the fifth 
in a series by the Rockefeller 
Fund’s special studies project. 
It was drafted by a sub-panel 
headed by Dean Rusk, former 
assistant secretary of state and 
now president of the Rockefeller 
Foundation, and approved by an 
over-all panel headed by Lavu- 
rence S. Rockefeller, president 


of the Rockefeller Brothers 
Fund. 
GOV. NELSON A. ROCKE-

presidential nomination. He 
served on the panel until May 
1958. 

The report is philosophical 


in tone and deals mainly in gen- 


eralities. It poses large prob- 
lems but avoids proposing so- 
lutions. It contains no specific 
recommendations. 

Describing the “basic Soviet 


threat,” the report says Russia 
planned after World War II to. 
extend Communist power west- | 
ward by subversion and propa- 
ganda and to use a communized 
China as a base for expansion 
in Asia. 

“The net effect was to be 
enforced isolation of the United 
States, reducing it to an island 
without allies and without ac- 
cess to vital resources,’’ it says. 


Americans have failed to un- 
derstand this threat fully, the 
report goes on, and “‘it has been 
necessary to drum up support 
for United States policy by 
stressing imminent threats and 
crises and by harping on the 
less attractive features of Com- 
munism.”’ 


“But even without these, the 
United States would. still find 
itself hazardously situated in re- 
gard to an aggressive imperial- 
ist Russia,’ it continues. ‘‘Cer- 
tainly the situation will not be 
changed by a lull in the crises 
which have served to keep the 
United States awake. 


“THE POSITION of the United 
States is in need of constant, 
unremitting defense; it cannot 


be otherwise until the threats 
against it have been reduted 
or removed. Declaration of 
peaceful intent are not in them- 
selves enough. But opportunities 
for promising negotiation should 
be followed up vigorously in or- 
der to make such modest ad- 
vances as are possible or to 
clarify the real issues.” 


The panel describes as not 
beyond realm of possibility that 
Russia would prove ready to 


negotiate safeguards for a free 


West Berlin or accept an inde- 
pendent united Germany. But 
it warns against accepting ‘‘il- 
lusory agreements” that would 
lead to “the undermining of 
NATO and the communization of 
Germany.”’ 


“It is the continued task of 
Western leaders to maintain the 
kind of strength which constrains 
Soviet ambition, and then to 
feel out the points at which spe- 
cific accords may be ratified,”’ 
the panel says. 


In reference to the tactics of 
Russia under Premier Khrush- 
chev, the report says: 


“If Soviet aims were merely 
greater economic welfare for it- 
self and for its neighbors, it 
might be a cause for rejoicing. 
In fact, however, supported by 
propaganda, infiltration and sub- 
version, aided by the implied 
threat of its military power, the 
Soviet regime gives every evi- 
dence that it-hopes to expand 
until it has gained a clear pre- 
ponderance of power in the 
world.’”’ 

Without mentioning any na- 
tional leader by name, the panel 
says there is “significant - fail- 
ures and misconceptions in re- 
gard to leadership.” It said 
these failures had prevented full 
participation of American citi- 
zens in guiding foreign policy. 

NATIONAL LEADERS have 
failed to recognize fully ‘‘the duty 
of candor,”’ the report says, add- 
ing: 5

“substantive national goals.”’

if possible to agree on a general 
program in which each nation 
would assume aid co-ordinate its 
share of the burden. 


Sir Oliver first presented his 
paper privately to the Cam- 
mittee on Economic Develop- 
ment in New York Nov. 19. 


He thus defined the problem of

The President Afar 


As President Eisenhower proceeds from 
one ovation to another on his trip to Asia, the 
Democratic Advisory Council cuts a sorry 
figure with its display of indecision on wheth- 
er to cheer or jeer. Apparently Former Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson wanted to jeer, 
but. was throttled down by Adlai Stevenson 
and some other members of the Council. As 


a result, the Council is both for and against— 


a rather confusing position which we hope the 
party will not feel bound to sustain. 
Basically, the question is not whether this 
particular tour is to be lauded, but whether 
the Democrats are to support the larger dip- 
lomatic process of which it is a part. Although 
the tour to date appears to have been very 
largely a matter of parades and flags and of- 
ficial receptions, one would be rash to assume 
that it never will take on any deeper charac- 
ter. The test will come in New Delhi, where 
the President is to spend five days.

that was initiated with the Khrushchev visit 
to America and the President’s subsequent 
announcement of willingness to attend a sum- 
mit conference next year. 

The Democrats, we believe, make a serious 
mistake when, evidently under Mr. Acheson’s 
influence and perhaps Mr. Truman’s, they 
cavil over the summit conference and throw 
cojd water on other aspects of a foreign policy 
based on negotiation rather than continued 
tension.

Of course there are perils in negotiation, 
but there are greater perils in the failure to 
negotiate. Of course the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration has made mistakes in foreign and de- 
fense policy; but it would be an even worse 
mistake than any so far made to let slip the 
opportunity for a fundamental change in in- 
ternational relations on the side of peace and 
reduced tension. 

The Democrats will cut themselves off from 
the people unless they grasp the fact that the 
President, in both the journey to Asia and 
the journey to the summit, is giving expres- 
sion to a profound popular sentiment.

Raise Those Eyebrows 


The Federal Communications Commission’s 
inquiry into radio-TV practices may well bring 
out that much responsibility for -broadcasting 
laxity lies with the timidity of the FCC itself. 

In the late 1930s and ’40s, the public, Con- 
gress and the FCC all raised increasing com- 
plaints that excessive commercialism was ob- 
literating good taste and sound programing, 
and that broadcasters had abdicated to 
advertisers. 

One result of this was the FCC’s “Blue 
Book” of 1946. This proposed standards as 
to advertising abuses and balanced program- 
ing by which the agency would judge radio 
stations when they sought renewal of their 
licenses. 

As in the present case, the FCC acted only 
after public and congressional prompting. As 
at present, the broadcasting industry con- 
tended that it could regulate itself. Never- 
theless, a protesting industry fell in line with 
the Blue Book, for a while at least, and 
adopted codes of ethics wholesale. 


Yet the Blue Book never became law. It 
achieved its purpose by publicity and the 
strength of public interest for which the FCC 
spoke. While some broadcasters. complained 
bitterly of “terroristic control,” others spoke 
more accurately of “regulation by raised 


. eyebrow.” 


In recent years there have heen no chair- 
men such as James Lawrence Fly or Paul 
Porter on the FCC. The radio reforms of a 


+ past decade have been largely forgotten be- 


cause of the rise of television and a new and 
more powerful commercial interest in the 
field, accompanied by appointment of FCC 
members reluctant to regulate and uncertain 
of their authority to uphold, as the Commu- 
nications Act puts it, “the public interest, 
convenience or necessity.” Chairman John 
C. Doerfer’s first reaction to the quiz show 
scandals was that he lacked the legal right 
to crack down. 


But as in the past, the FCC has finally been 
moved to act by public demand, with neither 
more nor less legal right to act than it had 
before. That may not be enough. Yet prece- 
dent shows that by holding public hearings, 
by speaking for better standards with the 
force of public support behind it, the FCC 
can influence the broadcasting industry for its 
own good. Censorship is unnecessary, but 
constant watchfulness is essential. Above all, 
right now, the FCC needs to raise its eyebrows. 


Aren-wide Develonment Agency 


The proposal before the Aldermen for cre- . 


ation of a Municipal Business Development 
Commission in St. Louis is an interesting re- 
svonse to the demonstrated need to accelerate 
the rate of economic growth if this metro- 
politan area. What makes it somewhat un- 
usual is that it is a°St. Louis measure that 
peeks beyond the city’g:boundaries. 

Sponsored jointly by Aldermanic President 
Cervantes and Aldermen Aboussie and Mc- 
Donald, the bill would set up a city agency 
responsible for encouraging industrial and 
commercial expansion “within or without” the 
city. This is a fine objective. Unfortunately 
the area in which most of this expansion will 
take place is not likely to be represented on 
the Development Commission, which would 
include 11 persons to be appointed by the 
Mayor and four Aldermen. St. Louis county 
is not represented officially or otherwise. 


Is there not some mechanism by which the 
“municipal” aspect of the proposed commis- 
sion could be altered so that it would be truly 
metropolitan—or at least city-county—in its* 
composition? ‘We are thinking in terms of 
the Citizens’ Metropolitan Transit Committee, 


_ which included three city members appointed 


by the Mayor and three county members 
named by the Supervisor: it was supported by 
equal appropriations by the Aldermen and the 
County Council. 


_. Also the need is not so much for a promo- 
‘tional agency, which might duplicate the work 
of others already in the field, as it is for a 
public body with real power to plan, assemble 
and hold industrial sites throughout the met- 
ropolitan area, 

_A municipal development group of the type: 
‘proposed by: the Messrs. Cervantes, Aboussie 
and McDonald might.do a great deal of good. 
The proposal shows that these three Alder- 
‘men are grappling with the central problem 
of this area. But a city-county agency on a 
broader base squares more with the practical 
realities and the needs of this area. Can one

(UPl)—The United ‘States yes- 
terday invited Russia to make 
‘use of this country’s worldwide 
tracking. network when and if 
it decides to launch a man into 
space. 


The invitation was extended by 
Dr. T. Keith Glennan, head of 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration, “as an 
evidence of our interest in inter- 
national co-operation.” 


He told the institute of world 
affairs that the United States 
“would be most happy to offer 
the services of our tracking net- 
work in support of the Soviet 
Union when and if that nation 
undertakes a manned space 
flight program.” 

He said the United States net- 
work could help the Russians 
“keep in continuous or essen- 
tially continuous contact with 
their astronaut.” 


Glennan apparently put Rus- 
sia’s man-in-space venture on an 
“if” basis because Russian scien- 
tists have ‘hot been consistent on 
whether Russia has such a pro- 
gram. 

Glennan said the United States 
already has made “tentative ar- 
rangements for substantial pro- 
grams of joint exploration”’ with 
the United Kingdom and Canada. 

Other co-operative programs 
have been proposed by a num- 
ber of Pacific and European na- 
tional space committees, he said. 

Glennan said that the high cost 
of future space missions ‘‘may 
well demand a worldwide col- 
laboration.”’ 

He noted that this country’s 
man-in-space program, Project 
Mercury, will cost $250,000,000 or 
more alone.. He also said that 
his agency, which has a $500,000,- 
000 budget this year, will seek 
a significantly larger one next 
year, NASA officials have said 
previously that budget total 
would be between this year’s 
total and $1,000,000,000. 

Glennan said it was important 
for nations to avoid ‘‘undesired

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STATE POPULATION 
PUT AT 4217,000 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. | 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 8&The | 
Census Bureau estimated today | 
that Missouri lost 19,000 in popu- 
tation between July 1, 1957, and 
July 1, 1958. 

The bureay made public a re- 
vised wstimate of 4,217,000 for the 
state’s population as of July 1, 
1958. This would represent a 6.6 
per cent increase over the 1950 
census total of 3,954,653, com- 
pared with an increase of 15 per 
cent for the country as a whole. 

Census Bureau oificials warned 
against placing too much de- 
pendence on _ year-to-year 
changes in state population esti- 
mates. Acting public informa- 
tion officer Armand W. Von 
Struve said the estimated 19,000 
decrease for Missouri for a 
single year is well within the 
range of probable error. 

“That figure is so small com- 
pared to Missouri's population 
that it could indicate no change 
at all,” he said. ‘It is our best 
estimate, but we are as aware 
as anybody that it is subject to 


error. If we hit the bull’s eye 
dead center, it’s a pure acci- 
dent.” 


Von Struve said the new esti- 
mate indicated ‘Missouri had 
lost some population through a 
*‘net out-migration’’ — that is, 
more persons appeared to have 
left the state than entered Mis- 
souri. The deficit appeared to 
be 19,000 greater than the excess | 
of births over deaths during the 
one-year period. 

Von Struve explained that the | 
estimate of migration into and | 
out of the state is obtained by 
comparing a certain bloc ot 
school children with the same | 
group as enumerated in the 1950 | 
census. After allowance is made | 
for normal deaths, the compari- | 
son indicates whether there is a | 
net movement of population into. 
or from the state.

“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“HOW MUCH DAMAGE can a pair of badly infected or 
abscessed wisdom teeth do? I’ve had several blackout spells, 
extreme dizziness, and a feeling as if my breath is being cut 
off. My heart feels very full of some sort of pressure, I have 
lost weight, and am extremely nervous. D. R. L.” 


Infected teeth come under the heading of local infections. 
It doesn’t matter, scientifically, whether the nest of infection 
‘4s in a tooth or some other convenient cranny in the body. 
> _If you had a boil, or infected finger, or something you 
could see, you would have it treated because it is painful, 
and also because as it drains it is messy. But if the infec- 
tion is hidden you are inclined to “wait and see.” So far as 
your body is concerned, it’s infection, wherever it is. 

With teeth,.if the nerve of the tooth is alive, it hurts—so 
you do something. If the nerve is dead, then you don’t have 
the exquisite warning of a rip-roaring toothache. Of course, 
if the abscess, or infection, becomes large enough, the sheer 
pressure will cause pain in other nerves. The infection, in 
plain language, is pus under pressure. 


What is an abscess, or focal infection? It is an area

Toward 
this end, in fact, we have end- 
ed any trapping on our creek 
and hope this may not only 
save the beaver but perhaps 
result in raising a family or 
two of mink along the down- 
stream stretches. This species, 
and even the muskrat, has a 
mighty hard. time holding its 
own . the small Ozark 
streams use of heavy 
trapping presgure. And while 
our carrying capacity for mink 
would never be great, it seems 
possible that the creation of 
protected stretches along our 
streams might allow a con- 
sireable inérease in population 
which could then spread out 
into new territory. 


If this does happen, our bea- 
ver dam will have accomplished 
séveral things. It will have 
brought back, first of all, this 
interesting species to establish 
small flood control structures 
along Saline creek. And we know 
that if the population outgrows 
‘ts living space here, the sur- 
plus animals will migrate. It 
will cértainly improve the fish- 


ing by providing better spawn- 
ing grounds and cover areas. It 
may very likely increase the 
population of other furbearing 
species, if for no other reason
